Y  good  Lord  (after  the  creation  of  things  of 
this  World,&  thefiablifhment  of  the  in  their 
courfes  and  places  )  God  hatting  made  man 
like  vnto  hisowne femb  lance ,  and alfo  ma - 
king  him  the  beholder  of  this  great  Worhe  9 
by  and  by  he  left  vnto  him fofement  a  Will, 
and  de  (ire  continualy  to  fiarch  out  the  things 
that  he  cottlde  nettcr  be  put from  that  defret 
by  any  difficulty  or  Wearinefie ,  ho  we  hard  or 
jeer  et  footer  the  things  that  he  fought  for,  were  :  and  then  perceiuing 
himfelf  to  be  prouided  of a  fpiritjwhicb  made  him  capable  of  the  vn- 
derftandmg  of  the  Workmanfhip  of  his  Çod,  hath  indeuored  himfelf e 
to  fear ch  out  the  things  fupernatural,and  aboue  him9and  alfo  the  in¬ 
telligence  of  thofe  things  which  be  vnder  their  powers .  Wkerfore  ha¬ 
tting  found  by  difeourfe  that  there  hefoure  Elements  and  finer aigne 
‘Princes,  each  one  of  them  halting a  feuerall  qualifie  ,  and  being  pri¬ 
vately  in  the  other  things  proper  and  domefhke  :  and  that  by  the  con - 
iunüion  of  them  al  things  do  proceeds,  y  et  euery  one  in  his  own  affeEl 
and  qualifie,  whereby  they  be  governed  vnder  one  or  other  of  thefi 
Princes .  He  hath  at  the  beginning  entredfifarrejhat  he  hath  difi 
eouered  the  effence ,  constitution  ,  and  mixture  of  the  mo  ft  parte  of 
things  madeythe  proportions  jonueiances  and  differences  of  them, and 
she  being  and progrefe  of  the  faculties  thereof, to  what  effects  they  do 
come, bringing  forth  the  cattfes  and  reafonsfi  manifest  ffut  they  can 
not  be  disfroued .  From  this  degree  he  is  mounted  vp  to  the  knowlege 
eftbe  Combination  and  number  of  the  Celèfliaîl  Orbes ,  the  move¬ 
ments  and  refo  lut  tons  thereof \  the  powers  and  influences  of  the  Tla-  ;

acts  and  Starr  es, and  the  particular  domination  W>h  ich  each  of  them 
hath  by  it  [elfe  oner  fonte  of  the/e  things  inferiors  :  and  finally, by  the 
dmine  capacitie  &  comprehension  which  u  in  him,prefenting  mmfelf 
in  his  (b  ir  it  eiten  al  alike  y  andjeeing  that  al  which  is  mclofed  m  them , 
is  ft  tempered  by  a  correspondance  of  nature, that  thofe  things  which 
be  far  distant  of  qualifie,  do  comeal  together  to  make  an  vniuerfal 
harmony  and  beauty  oft  his  great  engine ,  he  hath  comprehended  the 
dignities  e  Slab  lifted  amongeSl  things,  and  the  dominations  and fir - 
Hitudes,  Which  God  by  his  mamelons  Wifedome  hath  ordained  from 
their  very  creation  y  and  hath  brought  together  and  placed  in  their 
(late  y  the  canfes  and  combination  thereof  ft  farre  y  that  by  wife  dome 
andnaturaU  magtcke  he  hath  comprehended  them  t.Nowe  freeing  f m 
prouident  and  curious  of  his  life  {as  it  is  daily  feene)  he  applieth  al  hie 
indeuour  tothefe  commodities  and vfages  .  Sometime  difcourfing  vp- 
on  the  pure  and  (impie  working  of  the  Stars,  fom  et  .me  applying  them, 
to  the  Science  which  may  be  vnder  each  of  thefe  fours  Elements,  at., 
Pirnmanrie  .  Aeromancie.  Hidromancie  .  andGeomancic. 


SometimeWitb  Aftrologie  itfelfe ,  counting  ft  nearc  vnte  himfelft 
as  may  be  by  the  philofopbying  vpon  the  compilation,  lines  ,  and  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  handes  ,  or  of  the  body  and  vifige  ♦  From  whence  pro— 
ceedeth  Chiromancie, Metoftopie,  and  Phifnomie,  and vfivg  in 
al  thefe  the  reafons  moSl  euident  and  profound  of  nature ,  vppon  the 
true  princes  or  principles  that  he  may  po(fible,& ftch  as  one  may  rea- 
Jonah  ly  fay  (that  if  the  effect  of  the  caufes  Which  be  wrought  fir  doe 
take  no  place )  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Worker ,  but  an  ache  of  the 
plaine  dittine  puiffance ,diSfenfing  thofe  prosperous  caufes  to  bring  efi 
fells  which  be  attributed  vnto  them  natural  and  proper  ,the  profeffi- 
ons  of  the  Phitoniftes,Sorcerers,  Soothfaiers ,  Wiffardes,  Di* 
uiners  by  the  bowels  of  beaSt  es  ,  W itches,  Prophets,  Irmocati— 
©ns,faïfe  Prophets,  and  others  of  that  rabbit,  of  whome  the  Wri¬ 
ters  as  well  dmine  as propbane,do  often  timep  make  mention  in  many 
and frndry  waies,  neither  the  profiffion  oft  hat  old  woman  e/Bolog- 
nia  in  Italie,  of  whome  your  Honour  hath  many  times  heard  fpokett 
ofwbich  gaue  anfWere  of things  pafi,  and  of things  to  come,  bytbe 
fundry  moouingof foure  paire  of  tongs  .  For  all  thefe  bee  fb  vaine 
andfalfe,  that  their  great  abufe  is  quite  contrarie  vnto  our  Christian 
SRjhgion,  and  for  that  can  ft  not ottely  franijhed,  but  alfi  abhomina -

Me,  with  great  curffes  and  gaines  .  But  as  fir  the  other  afire  fpokt» 
of,  they  co^fsl  either  in  things fo general,  that  there  ü  nothing  créa* 
tedflut  tt  hath  fame  thing  ofthem,asid  i  hey  do  pr ablife  in  feme  thing 
they  do  prefent  at  the  foure firft  be7or  els  in  particulars  or  parts  divi¬ 
ded,  and  go  no  farther  then  to  the  part  which  the  cafe  require  t  h,asyt 
ftt  by  the  ttyo  laft ,  and  therefore  they  do  never  pajfe  farrt  from  the 
contemplât  to  of  the  nature  of  the  things  créât  ed,Jvch  as  it  hath  plea* 
fed  God  the  maker  togiue  vnto  them  :  Which  thing  hath  bin  fo  Wei 
received  and  efîemed  by  many  old  andyong  excellent  perfonages  that 

they  bane  thought  good  to  imployt heir  time .  andtake  thepaines  te 

leave  vnto  vs  in  Writing  thofe  things  which  they  have  found fiattred 
here  and  there ,  andthat  which  they  haste  mended  by  their  fivdie,  at 
touching  Geomancie  whic  h  lay  long  time  obfeure  and  vnperfite,  by 
the  ignorance  and  rafhnes  of  thofe,  which,  having  no  experience  of 
Aftrolo^ie,  enterprifed  by  their  flout  ne fe  to,  meddle  therein:  but  a- 
wongeïiatt  other,  Chriftopher  Gattan,  a  Gentleman  {and man  of 
armes  in  the  Campion  countrey  of  the  Lorde  Thais  departed )  being 
Wife,  and  practiced  in  the  Sciences  which  belong  thereunto ,  hath 
hr  mo  ht  and  put  it  into  bir  perfection  Î  At  le  a  ft  Wife, he  hath  comefo 
ne  are  to  the  touch  ft  one  t  her  of  that  as  y  et  alibis  doings  proffer :Which 
hath  oiutn  me  occaflon  to  de  fire  the  fame  by  a  Booftberefginen  vn- 
to  me  fly  a  friend  of  mine,  to  over-looks  from  the  one  en  de  vnto  the  o- 
ther,  and  to  publifh  the  ftme,and  to  put  it  into  mens  hands ,  and  by 
ibis  meanes,m  matters  of  earnest  togiue  occaflon  cfhcneHpaftimes , 
plea  fur  e,andrecr  eat  ion .  nAnd  f  had  done  thus  long  time  ere  nawflad 
tt  net  bin  through  the  ignorance  in  this  ArteWhich  Was  in  him  that 
tooke  the  Coppy  at  my  hands-:  by  meanes  ofwhofe  ignoraunce  there 
were  a  thoufand fault  es .  Which  to  amend ,  and,  as  much  as  in  me 
Was  poffible,  to  plucks  cut,  I  had  as  much  or  more  fame  then  if  I  had 
invented  and  diffofed  the  Works  itfilfi  •  But  neuertbeleffe ,  I have  - 
done  What  I  can  to  the  vtmott  of  my  power ,  to  take  away  thefavlts 3 
and  to  rcslore  it  to  the  firmer  eflate,  and  have  alfi  added  therenu- 
u  many  fioures  at  touching  Albologie ,  finit*  much  to  the  mat¬ 
ter,  and  haue  brought  it  into  a  language  more  eafte  to  be  vnderStood, , 
then  the  fir  ft  Coppy  Was, Wherein  it  Was  very  obfeure  in  many  places, 
J,  fault  andmaymed.and  more  Italian  then  French  ,  by  reafinthar

of, thofe  whereof  this  Worke  récit  et  h  :  and  thatyou  being  in  Italie  and 
Sp  aine  bane  had  a  particular  affellion  to  the  haunt  and  company  of 
fundry  learned  and  excellent  perfons  which  profeffed  the  fame ,  l 
thought  it  good  t  o  put  it  vndery  our  name ,  and  to  dee  the  like  which 
ihe  vfutbour  himfelfe  would  haue  done ,  if  he  had  beene  aliue ,  and 
knowne you,that  is, to  prefint  it  to  you, and  put  it  vnderyour  tuition , 
being  ajfured,  that  itjhal  be  Well  receiued  of  you,  and  thatyou  WH 
accompt  it  amongefl  the  number  of  thofe  which  haue  obtained  the 

reputation  of  good  and  excellent  Authors  in  thofe  things  they 

haue  Writt  en  of.  esfnd  thus  I  en  de,  praying  GOD 
to  keepeyosfy  anàgiueyou  hü grace  :  and 
vntomeyourferuant . 
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*T he  Efijlle  to  the  ‘jReader, 

Entle  Trader ,  It  is  not  needefull  to  giue 
vnto  you  any  more  exprefly  the  vndcr- 
{landing  of  the  wittie, ingenious, and  fut- 
tletie  of  this  Science  :  for,  of  it  felfe  it  is 
aflociated  with  fuch  a  gentlcnes  of  (pint, 
that  no  man  can  attaine  vnto  it,  vnles  he 
'  be  of  a  good  birth,  and  which  is  not  of 
^gentle  heart.  For, things  gentle, pretious, 
and  lightfome  cannot  be  deflred  but  of  gentle  courages, 
which  giueth  me  occafion.  greately  to  comm ende  Foi  tune 
which  hath  bene  fo  fauourable  vnto-me,  to  take  mee,  pre¬ 
fect!  vnto  hit  by  a  friend  of mixie,  as  a  worthie  fubiedl  to 
haue  the  meaiie  how  to  put  in  cuiclence ,  the  inclination 
which  I  doe  fo  much  beare  vnto  things  worthie,  and  of  va¬ 
lour  to  doe  pleafure  and  feruice  to  all  perfons  of  good  fpi- 
rites,  and  defirous  of  the  things  vnto  them  correfpondent. 
And  although  that  I  be  one  of  the  leall  of  thofe  ,  whom  a 
fludious  man  might  giue  report  of, for  fuch  a  good  thing  as 
this  work  doth  prefent  me  tqrj  am  fure  of  hart  arid  wfl  of 
èache  man  of  good  Ipirite ,  which  is  the  caufc  to  incourage 
me  in  other  workes  which  be  in  my  handes  ;  which  thinges.

ted  ofintlic  fir  ft  Booke  ofthis  worke,  is  very  cafte,  know* 
ing,  that  in  the  fécond  Book  be  contained  the  twèluc  hou- 
fes  of  the  Zodiabj^  the  declaration  whereofis  declarcdat 
large  in  the  eight  and  thirtie  Chapter  of  the  firfi  Booke,  e- 
uene  one  whereof  containcth  the  queftions  and  demaunds 
which  may  be  ordinarily  inquired,  and  maybe  propoun¬ 
ded  in  all  thinges  doubtfull  and  vneertaine .  If  there¬ 
fore  after  that  tne  figure  hath  bene  made  according  to  thy 
demaund,thou  wouldeftknowe  whether  it  fhall  come  to 
good  e  fie  ft  or  not ,  you  muff  firfi:  feeke  out  the  houfe,  and 
the  number  in  the  order  of'thc  demaundes  where  thy  que- 
ftion  ftandeth and  is  contained*  Then  keeping  the  two 
numbers  in  your  minde,the  one  of  the  houfe  ,and  the  other 
of  the  demaundeSjhaue  recourfe  vnto  the  figure  formed  of* 
twelue  figures ,  two  witnefTeSjand  a  Iudge  :  and  taking  the 
firfi:  according  to  the  order  and  courfe  which  fhall  be  tolde 
you  in  the  firit  Booke,  you  fhall  examine  according  as  yee 
fhall  findc  in  the  firfi  houfe  the  things  making  to  your  de- 
maund,  be  they  good  or  ill  :  and  fb  mal  ye  doe  of  all  the  o- 
ther  figures,  eache  one  according  to  his  houfe,  order,  and 
degree  .  Afterwardes  you  fhal  looke  to  the  generall  rules 
of  this  Arte  contained  in  the  third  Booke  ,  by  the  which, 
with  the  knowledge  and  prafiife  which  you  may  haueof 
Aftrologtc,  and  thy  owne  good  wit,  thou  may  eft  iudge  the 
faide  figure,  and  fo  fhall  you  knowe  this  Science,

But  forafmuch  as  the  difeourfe  ofthefe  houfes ,  contai¬ 
ned  in  the  fécond  houfe  is  very  long.For  the  eafier  keeping 
of  them  in  memory,  1  thoght  it  good  here  to  abridge  them 
to  you, after  the  manner  of  Astronomers  the  Mathema¬ 
tical/  Profeflours  of  the  Iudiciall  Horofcofe  and  tAï/rologie. 

The  first  houfe. 

The  firfi  houfe  is  commonly  called  the  Horofcope  or 
Angle  of  the  Orient,  and  his  afeendant  fignifieth  all  the 

beginnings

beginnings  of  life,  and  of  all  workes. 

The fécond  houfè.  > 

The  fécond  houfe  is  the  fuccedant  of  the  Angle  of  the 
Orient,  and  fignifieth  fub  fiance, traffikes, riches, and  other 
things  necellkric  for  the  life. 

T he  third  houfe. 

The  third, which  is  the  Cadant  from  the  Angle  of  the 
Orient  fignifieth,  brothers,fifters, cofins, kinflblkcs, and  af> 
fociats,  ludges,and  Prelates. 

T  be  fourth  houfe. 

The  feurthcallcdthc  Angle  of  the  earth, or  the  fepten- 
trionall,hath  fignifications  of  fathers  and  mothers,  pouefsi- 
®ns,heretagcs,  houfes,  treafures  hid, and  things  fccrct, 

T  hefift  houfe. 

The  fift  which  is  the  fuccedantofthe  Angle  ofthe  fep« 
tcntrionall,  other  wife  called,  the  good  Fortune,  fignifieth, 
infants  daughters, nephcws,and  their  inclination, mcfîàgcs, 
emballages,  and  profite  of  herctages. 

The  fixt  houfe. 

The  fixt, which  is  the  Cadant  from  the  Angle  of  the 
feptcntrionaljca lied,  the  ill  Fortune, lignifies, bamlhmcnts, 
bondages,  fickcnclles,  falfc  accufations,  and  witnelles. 

T he  fiuenth  houfi. 

The  feuenth  called,  the  Angle  ofthe  Occident,  fignifi¬ 
eth  marriages,  weddings,  women,  quarrellcs,  warres,  and 
things  loll. 

The  eight  houfi* 

The  eight, which  is  the  fuccedant  from  the  Angle  ofthe 
Occident,  otherwife  called,  the  houfe  of  death,  fignifieth, 
.heauincs,  fadnes,  enemies,  long  torments ,  imprilbnmcnt, 
and  the  qualifie  of  death. 

The  ninth  houfi. 

The  ninth,  which  is  the  Cadant  from  the  Angle  of  the 
Occident,  otherwife  called  the  houfe  of  God ,  fignifieth, 
Voyages,  mitigations, faith, religion,  ceremonies,  diuinati- 
ons,  dreames,  wonders,  and  tokens  of  Gods  wrath.

The  tenth  called,  the  heart  of  Heauen,  or^the  Meridi¬ 
onal!  Angle,  ligmficth,  honors, dignities,  and  goucrnmrnw 
of 'kings,  and  ofgrcat  lords. 

The  eleuenth  houfe. 

The  eleuenth, which  the  fuccedant  of  the  Angle  me¬ 
ridional!,  otherwife  called,  the  good  Angell,  figniheth,  a- 
mitie, company, good  aduentures,  fauour,aidc,and  fuccour. 

The  twelfth  houfe. 

The  twelfth, which  is  the  Cadant  of  the  fuccedant  of  the 
Meridjonall  Angle,  ôtherwife  called,  the  euill  Spirite, fig¬ 
niheth, fecret  enemies,  prifons,captiucs,  vengeances,  trea- 
fons,  deceits,  holies  to  beiolde,and  the  end  of  a  per  ion.

Thcfe  be  the  lignifications  and  properties ,  which  the 
tw  clue  houfes  of  Heauen  haue- which  1  thought  good  here 
to  lhew  vnto  you  briefly, to  tlie  end  that  you  may  the  more 
eaiily  comprehend  them,  and  Jkecpe  them  in  yourminde, 
and  that  you  may  quickely  knowe,  in  w hich  of  the  houfes, 
the  quefl ion  that  is  propounded  to  you  is  contained, to  the 
end  to  haue  a  prefent  reiolution  :  not  that  I  would  thereby 
thatyou  Ihoulde  fay, and  inferre,  or  affirme,  to  flay  vppon 
this  as  a  thing  certaine, and  vndoubted .  For, to  beleeue  fo, 
and  to  giue  too  much  confidence  therein,  or,  if  die  things 
come  to  pafle,  as  the  figure  doth  ihew  (for  it  cannot  be, but 
in  io  many  demaundes,  fome  of  them  w  ill  come  to  cite  de) 
to  make  it  as  it  were  a  confequent,  it  w  ere  an  errour ,  and 
direfdy  againft  the  firft  commandement  of  godj  by  whom 
al  fuperftitious  and  vndefcreetobfcruaUons  be  forbidden, 
and  to  him  appertained!  al  honor  andglorie,w  ho  can ,whcn 
it  pleafeth  him,  difpofe,  and  change,  and  alter  the  effeftes 
©f  things  prolperous,  whereuppon  this  Science,  this  Arte 
wa$  founded,  as  the  Authour  of  this  worke  hath  protefled 
in  many  places,  that  in  making  this  Worke ,  his  intent  was 
to  none  other  purpofe,  but  things  wittie  and  well  fprited  to 
giue pleafiirc  and  recreation  to  the  Rudious  a«dloucrs  of 
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this  Arte  and  Science .  And  among!!  other  on  fleur  de 

Thaù  departed)  his  Lord  and  Mailter,  very  defirous,  and 
expert  in  this  Arte,  with  a  large  argument  to  open  &  lhar- 
pen  a  good  Ipinte,  and  exercile  the  Science  of  Aftrologic* 

<5c  other  Sciences  thereunto  belonging:and  by  thefe  means 
to  know  the  feerqt  forces,  properties,  effeftes,  and  vertucs 
of  things  of  nature,  to  be  lo  variable  and  diuers,  as  they  be 
fubieft  to  diuers  and  variable  Starres  and  Images  celcfti- 
all .  And  how, by  the  diuers  natures  and  influences  w  hich 
the  Planets  and  Starres  haue  with  their  lights  (  meaning 
the  celeftiall  moouing)  do  caufe  in  thefe  infcriour  things, 
which  be  particularly  vndcr  their  dominion ,  particular 
Vertucs, fomeone  more  then  another,  be  they  humane, ter- 
reine, aquatical, or  airie.  Butfome  ofthem  do  abound  with 
fccret  vertucs  and  properties ,  by  the  influence  of  fun  dry 
itarres, which  be  of  more  greater  effect  and  ftrength,  when 
that  the  elcmentall  qualities  of  thefe  things  be  not  repug¬ 
nant  or  contrary  againft  them. 

And  to  the  end  that  ye  may  the  better  vnderftand  this-  An  cripfe 
rcafon,I  will  giue  you  examples  of  all  the  Planets'in  their 
order  and  degree.  Touching  the  properties  andvertues 
which  they  do  giue  into  fun  dry  things  here  in  earth ,  more 
then  vnto  others. 

Firft  we  fee  by  common  experience  before  our  eies, that  Iafper  floue 
the  Iaffscr ft  one  by  force  of  the  Planet  Saturne ,  hath  vertue  h 
to  mittigate  Kernels  of  the  fleth,  and  to  Ranch  bloud,  com¬ 
ining  at  the  nofe ,  or  at  any  other  part  ofthc  body  of  man; 

By  the  influence  of  the  Planet  lupiter7  the  la  tin  ft  ftonc 
hath  property  to  defend  again!!  thundering  :  wherefore  Iac‘n&» 
rhofe  which  haue  heretofore  written  do  fay,  that  it  is  good  ^ 
that  a  man  do  bear e  it  about  him. 

Li kew  ife  the  Corrall  and  the  (alcidony  be  oflikceffeft, 
which  commeth  to  them  by  the  particular  influence  of  In-  oCl 
miter  and  Venus .  luptterg iuetli  alfo  vertue  to  Sage,  to  with-  Sage. 


Some  write,  that  the  Eagle  is  fubieft  to  the  Sunne,  and  Eagle, 
fomc  lay  to  Iupitér:  and  from  Iupiter  he  hath  this  proper-  ©  # 
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tv,that  lie  is  ncucr  hurt  by  thundervbut  by  the  influence  of 
the  Sunne  Hit*  luth  a  marueilous  property ,  which  is,  to  be 
Lady  of  all  other,  birdes,  and  to  be  feared  of  them  ,  and  to 
hauc  more  clearer  light  then  any  other  bu  d,  yea ,  the  fea¬ 
thers  of  the  Eagle  doe  eate  and  confume  the  feathers  of  o— 
thcr  birdes,  if they  be  mixed  togither ..  1  htlncmtt,  by  the 
influence  of  the  Sunne, ynto.whonie  lhc  is  particularly  liib- 
ie&,  and  to  Jupiter  likewife,  hath  this  proper  tie ,  that  if  a. 
man  beare  it  about  him,  and  that  it  do  ncucr  fo  litle. touch 
the  fleih,  it  preferueth  againff  all  venome ,  and  again  If  all 
cuill  vapours  and  corruptions  of  the  ayre  „  and  dooth  alio 
comfbrte  the  heart  and  the  fpiritrand  furthet,  maketh  per¬ 
lons  very  amiable,  and. w el  willing.. The  properties  of  Aîi- 
rabota»  be  infinite, they  conferue  and  prelèrue  tire  life  of  al 
thofc  which  do  oftetimes  eate  therof  they  prolong  youth, 
and  {Lengthen  the  fruits  and  fenfes  of  man,  andgiuc  good 
memory,  comfort  the  ftomacke,  and  lighten  tlie  heart  call 
thefe  vertues  and  properties  come  by  the  influence  of/#t- 
piter  and  rJAicrcnry  ,  as  many  wife  and  learned  men  haue 
written.  The  vertue  oïQchdone  an&Aùifhki  by  the  nature, 
which  they  haue  of  Iupiter  and  CMars,  purge  the  humour 
melancholike,  or  elfe  by  the  Starre  called, the  Lions  heart, 
or  Starre  Rovall .  T he  To  pas  and  the  T ruffle ,  hauc  power 
„*of  Chaff lty, and  to  fubdue  the  fleih, &  to  make  them  light- 
fcme  which  beare  them  ^  and  this  vertue  they  haue  by  the 
nature  of  Mars  and  Venm,  or  ofthc  Starre  called  ç/flf.kcta* 
©r  Crowne  feptentrionall.  The  Amatiff  ,and  the  hear  h  cal¬ 
led  Aflrebgw-)  or  the  Sarffna,  haue  force  to  make  faire  co- 
lour,and  quicken  the  fpirit  ofthem  w  hich  beare  them, and 
they  alio  driuc  away  wicked  Ipirites  :  and  this  their  vertue. 
commeth  of  the  nature  of  Iupiter  and  Mars,  or  of  the  ftar 
called,  the  Scorpions  heart  .  The  Saffron  hath  power  for  to 
quicken  the  fpirits',  and  the  vertue  thereof  picrceth  by  and 
by  to  the  heart,  prouoking  laughter  and  incl  ines  r  and  they 
Lav, that  thefe  properties  come  by  the  influence  of  the  Sun , 
vnto  whome  it  is  fubieft ,  from  w  hom  lire  is  ayded,  by  his 
Jfubtill  nature  bright  and fweete  fmelling .  The  MimJSn- 
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tenet,  '&alme,ji[oesJmd  Spikenard  be  iubieft  vnto  the  Sun.  It 

is  further  laid, that  Golcle,by  the  nature  which  hee  hath  of 
the  Sunne,  hatha  vertue  to  comfoiteand  lightfbme  the 
heart}  and  is  alfo  /hilling  :  a  1  fo  the  Sunne  geueth  vertue  to. 
the  Carbuncle  to  ihine  by  night,  and  to  be  a  remedy  againft 
venome.  Whofoeuer  touch  the  hearbe  called  Piony  ,  that  pi0Bj„ 
which  is  the  male  ,  hee  lhall  be  defended  from  the  falling 
fkkenefle,  which  commeth  by  the  influence  of  the  Sunne, 
ynto  whome  this  hearb  is  fubiefl,  by  the  vertue  which  the  q 
Sunne  hath  in  Ginger,  lf'it  be  eaten  in  meate,  it  is  good  a-  cingcr. 
gainlf  the  weaknelle  of  the  itamacke  and  vomiting.  T  hofe  © 

bcalls  which  be  fubieff  to  the  Sunne, and  take  virtue  ordi¬ 
narily  from  him, be  commonly  villainous, and angrie,  deli- 
ring  lordihip,and  to  hauc  dominion  ouer  others,  amonge  ft 
whom  the  Lyon  is  more  then  the  others, the  Cockedril,and 
the  Bulk  And  as  one  Starre  hath  more  influence  then  ano¬ 
ther  vpon  any  beaft  or  other  thing, lo  hath  that  t  hing,rece- 
uin»  that  influence, more  excellencie  then  the  other  things 
or  bealts  fubiecf  vnto  that  Planet. 

And  markcjhow  commeth  it  that  the  Lyon  feareth,and 
flieth  from  a  Cocke,  and  yet  both  fubiefl  vnto  the  Sunne  ? 

There  is  alfo.  a  kindof  a  lackuft  called  the  Crifolite ,  and  is  Crifolit*. 
like  vntoa  greenilh  colour,  and  hath  his  vertue,  partlie  of 
the  Sunne  :  wherefore  it  is  good  againft  frenfie ,  and  the 
melancholie  humour,;  and  againft  ali  fantafies  and  wicked 
fights  -The  ftone  which  is  in  the  Eagles  neaftyamongft  the  T^eftonc 
other  virtues  it.is  maruelous  good  for  the  trauel  of  women,  ® 
if  that  in  their  trauell  they  be  touched  therewith which, 
commeth  by  the  vertue. of  TJtniu  and  Luna. Rafis  faith, that  $  î> 

he  prooued  it,  and  Tlinse,  and  al  other  Writers  fay, that  the 
ftone  Agattc  by  the  dominion.w hicli  flie  hath  of  Mercury,  2 
helper  h  the  fight  of  them  which  beare  it, ,  Sc  maketh  them 
fpeake  wel  Sc  deliberatly,  Sc  it  is  alfo  good  againft  poifon. 

And  CMcrchry  for  the  influence  w  hich hce  giueth  vnto 
fbme  beafls  which  be.  vnder  his  dominion, as.  Dogs,  Apes, 

Foxes, .and  fuch  other  beafts,they  be  maruelous  fiibtil  and- 
wily.  The  Moone  giueth  fwch  vertue,  to  the  ltonc,  which  p 
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is  found  in  Arabia  called  the  Selenite,  of  the  which  ,  both 
Plitiie  and  Selon  do  {peak, that  within  the  body  ofthis  ftone 
the  Mone  fheweth  iiir  felfe,and  incrcafeth  and  décreafeth 
according  to  the  courfc  of  the  heauen .  T  he  Cats  a  Ho  haiie 
this  property  by  the  fubiettion  that  the  Moone  hath  ouer 
them, that  their  ci  e-brows  do  increafe  or  decreafe  ech  day 
accordingto  the  cour fcof the  Moone  &  her  afpefts, which 
thing  is  daily  feen  to  him  that  liflreth  to  fee  the  experience 
thcrof.  The  Moone  hath  like  dominion  ouer  many  things,, 
and  elpctially  things  white  and  greene,and  of  mettalles,o- 
ucr  filuer  ;  and  for  this  caufe  the  trees  ,  in  the  cncrcafe  and 
decreafe  ofthe  Moone, to  fhead  out, and  allô  relira  in  their 
force  or  humor  ;  alio  all  Birds  which  liue  in  riuers  and  wa- 
trie  places  be  fubieft  vnto  the  Moone.  And  likewifethc 
Camelion,  wliofe  property  is,  to  chaungc  and  alter  her  co« 
lour,  according  vnto  the  thing  that  is  next  vnto  it-.  There 
be  many  other  properties  very  great  and  maruelous ,  and 
many  excellent  qualities,  whi  ch  the  Planets  and  principal 
Starres, being  in  the  Circles  of  Heauen, do  giue  and  difpofe 
vnto  the  inferiour  things  by  ordcr,by  the  will  of  GOD  the 
creator, which  we  may  lpcakc  of, and  recite(after  the  o-reat 
Authors,  of  the  which  I  haue  taken  thefe  ,P liny ift 
Albert  the  Gr*etttSolinct  MeU,  Strabon , Elian ,  and  others,  as 
well  an  tient,  as  for  our  time,  which  haue  written  as  well  of 
the  nature  of  things,  as  ofRegions,  and  of  the  Situations  of 
places)  but  that  Ifeare  wee Ihoulde  Hay  too  lono-  ouer  this 
matter .  Alfo  the auntient  Philofophers  and  Aitrolo&icm 
conlidering  the  diuers  and  contrary  effects  of  thefe  influ¬ 
ences,  w  hich  the  Planets  and  Starres  doc  caufc  in  things  of 
nature  by  the  moueinent  and  courfe,haue  giuen  vnto  them 

diuers  qualities,  <Sc  likewife.enemity  and  fi  iendihip  amon- 
sen  AcrafcWfud.H’ift,  that  $  anj  j  bc  cJm,„ 

** ‘  c? ^ncnc*s  *;©and  }  likewife,  al  the  other  Pla¬ 
nets  befriends  vnto  :  $  onely  excepted, which  is  enemy 
vnto  all, but  onely  to  g  :  ¥-and  g  be  friends  with  o  :  and  his 
enemies  are  and  D  :g,is  friend  vnto  al  fauino-  to  h;this

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Sc  that  is  the  caufe  why  there  is  difeord  or  accord  in  the  fi-

gures  of  Geonancy , which  obtaine  and  haue  fignificatjon,  as 
is  largely  i hewed  by  ai  this  Booke:which  thing  bung  thus, 
we  niull  ©fnecefsity  conclude  Sc  lay, that  thole  things  that 
be  vnder  the  order  and  gouernement  ofthefe  Stars  or  Pla¬ 
cets  mull  by  naturall  inclination  be  friendes  or  foes  vnto 
thole  that  be  vnder  fubie&ion  of  another  Planet  or  Signe, 
©r  Conilellation,  according  to  the  conformitie  or  enmitie 
which  is  between  the  Starrcs  gouerning  thofe  things .  And 
this  enmity  is  greater  Sc  more  llronger  whenbetweene  the 
natures  and  qualities  of  the  Planets  to  whom  they  be  hub? 
ied, there  is  a  great  repugnancie.  And  contrariwife,  the  a- 
mitie  is  the  better,when  the  conformity  is  great  amongell 
the  Planets ,  all  which  thing  extendeth  afyvell  vnto  man  at 
beaP .  True  it  is,  that  men  being  of  a  franche  and  liberal] 
\wl, although  they  fecle  in  themlelues  this  repugnance  and 
inclination,  they  may  by  grace  with!  land  it .  But  bealles 
which  be  depriued  Sc  exempted  out  of  this  priuilege,  they 
yceld  themlelues  to  be  gouerned  by  the  naturall  inclinati¬ 
on, and  put  the  fame  in  etfed  as  much  as  they  can  and  thç 
like  do  herbs  and  plants.  As  touching  the  amitié  and  good 
will  which  is  aniongll  men,  the  Alliologians  doc  fay,  yea 
Ttelomj  their  Prince, that  thofe  men, which  in  the  time  of 
their  natiuitie  haue  one  very  ligne  for  their  afccudant,lhall 
willingly  loue  together.  And  likewifo  thofe  which  haue  O 
and  U  in  one  ligne  w  il  loue  tog ether.Thcy  further  Cry, that 
thofe  which  haue  one  very  ligne  for  gouernour  in  their  na- 
tiuitieghat  ingendreth  between  them  a  naturall  loue,  and 
conforrpitie  of  nature.  And  although  that  this  be  one  vene 
Planet  J  it  is  alfo  fufficient  irthere  were  two,  fo  thatthey 
w  ere  friends>&  not  foes, or  els  be  in  one  good  afpeft, which- 
thing  you  may  know  e,jn  making  the  figure  of  the  natiuitie 
of  rhe  one  and  of  the  other.  And  this  alfo  maketh  much  to 
their  conformitie,thatis,  if  in  that  parte  Fortune  be  all  in 
•ne  Signe  or  Houfc,  and  that  the  Houfe  or  Signe  where  B 
fhalbein  the  natiuity  ofthe  one, be  in  good  alpefl  to  the  o- 
ther  :for  according  as  tjicy  haue  more  or  Idle  of  thefe  con- 
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ditions  ,fo  that  the  natural  loue  be  more  or  JcÆe  that  fliaibe 
betwene, them, which  is  the  caufe  thatz.  men  hailing  to  do 
in  one  very  matter,  the  one  wil  beare  great  loue  &  affe&i- 
on  to  the  other, &  contrariwife  the  other  wil  hate  him, and 
yet  no  caufe  why  between  thenuwhich  thingmay  come, for 
that  in  their  natalities  their  lignes  afeendants  w  ere  contra¬ 
ry  in  quality  ,&  of  contrary  tnpliaty,  and  the  planets  lords 
of  their  natiuities  contraries  and  enemies  as  O  and  Din^ 
&  diuers  figns,  &  that  they  of  the  one  natiuitidbehold  the 
other  by  an  ill  afpettiforthefe  things  &  others  w  hich  wee 
can  declare, are  the  caufe  that  one  man  feing another  in  pic 
lure  or  hie  difpleafure  (as  it  appears  in  feing  two  men  play, 
difpute,or  fight  together  )  that  then  a  man  being  no  more 
bounden  to  the  one  then  to  thother ,  neither  know  ing  who 
they  be  Handing  by,  wil  be  more  afteffionated  to  the  one 
then  to  the  other.  Here  behold, gentle  Reader,  what  Ihauc 
faidofthe  vei  tucs  &  properties  w  hich  the  influence  of  the 
flarsdo  giuc  to  the  inferior  things, to  giue  ye  to  vnderftand 
how  much  j4flrology  is  to  be  praifed,  and  confequcntly  her 
daughter  which  is  Geommcyi^  if  it  be  w  ell  taken  and  vnder- 
ftoo  d,and  pra  ifed  to  the  very  purpofe  and  end  that  it  w  as 
inuented  in  old  time:and  by  this  means  how  be  thofe  to  be 
reiected  which  efteem  not  this  affinirie  &  influence  w  hich 
the  fuperior  lights  caft  to  the  inferior  things  in  thcmfelues* 
not  confidenngthe  law  ofnature  which  they  feele,  &  con¬ 
tinually  do  prooue  worthy  by  this  means,  to  be  vttcrly  de- 
priued  of  al  light,  lorlbniuch  as  all  this  doth  but  admoniflj 
vs  of  God, and  ofthe  immortality  of  foules.  For  it  can  not 
be ,  but  that  the  vnderftanding  of  man  muff  thinkc ,  that 
there  is  fomcprouidence  w  hich  gouernes  al  things  when  it 
hath  relpcff  to  the  ordained  courfcs,  &  the  lawes  of  thefc 
great  Orbes  and  Stars,and  which  belccueth  not  that  thofe 
influences, forces, &  -efleft es, and  properties  can  not  be  nor 
Hand  cafually,or  by  any  other  force  then  by  the  diuine  pro 
uidence.  To  conclude^  defire  you  to  hold  me  cxcufed  iff 
hauc  flayed  too  long,  for  the  thing  it  felfe  doth  fo  require, 

for  the  more  ample  declaration  ofthis  Science.

His prefènt  Booke  c/Gcomancie  is ,  to  knows 
&  vnderfl and(by  way  of dir  eft  ion  &  paftimV) 
all  things  vneertaine,prefént  ,paft  ,and  to  come: 
and  vpon  them  togiue  counfaile  and  take  coun- 
/ aile  in  the  examining  of  the  figure  Well  and  di¬ 
ligently  which  hath  beene  made  vpon  each  de- 
maun  de  that  hath  bene  made ,  following  the  rules  which  we  will 
fut  hereafter .  W e  Will  therefore  now  diutde  this  worke  into  three 
bookgs. 

In  the  fir  ft  whereof  Jhall  be  onely  treated,  of  the  nature  and 
qualifie  of  this  *Arte,  and  for  What  intent  and  profite  it  was  in- 
stented  in  the  olde  time,  and  vnto  What  part  of  philo/bphie  it  may 
be  attributed,  and  hoW  it  muU  be  formed  and  prailiz,ed. 

In  the fécond  booke  jhall  be  treated  of  the  twelue  houfes  ofhea - 
men,  and  whatfignification  the  figures  haue  in  them ,  with  other 
difcourfes appertaining  to  the  faid  houfes. 

In  the  third  jhal  be  JheWed  the  maner  how  to  iudge  the  figures 9 
following  the  demaunds  and  questions  for  the  Which  they  Were 
made.  <&And  We  Wil  put fome figures  for  the  example  and  manner 
hoW  to  praclife  this  firte,  which  haue  beene  made  and  iudged 
by  vs  for  the  time  that  We  Were  defir  ed  and  prated  to  make  them , 
by  fome  of  our  mailler s  and  friends. 

yînd  fo,  he  that  Will  in  Way  of  paîHme  and  recreation  glue 
himfelfe  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Science, may  thereby  more  eafier 
comprehend  the fame, then  if  they  were  treated  of  in  a  booke. 

But  if  there  be  anyperfbn  offo  peruerfeand  corrupt  judgement 
which  wil  fay J  hat  this  Science  is  ill,  and for  that  caufe  ought  to 
be  prohibited,  forbidden,  and  reieiled from  amongefl  men  as  a 
thing  pernicious  and  damnable ,  and  treating  of  ‘ Diuination ,  I 
defire  him  not  to  iudge  fo  lightly  of Science  s{which  I  call  not  foo- 
iifhly  and  rafhly  )  before  that  he  haue  fir  H  read  ouer  this  Vkw  kg, 
andthen(as  I  thinks)  he  JhallknoW  his  fault  :  for  this  Science  is 
m  tArte  of  tnchauntry ,  as fome  may fuppofe  it  to  be,  or  of  diuina¬ 
tion,  widen  is  made  by  ‘D tab  dike  Invocation  ,  but  it  is  apart  of 
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natural!  Magicke  ,  called  of  many  Worthy  men,  the  daughter  of 
iA£lrologie,and  the  abbreviation  thereof,  And  Saint  1  homas 
of  Aquiuc  himfelfe}  a  (D  eft  our  of  the  church  of  no  finall  efitma- 
tion, faith  in  hts  QuoJibet,  that  it  may  he  admitted,  becaufe  it 
doth  participate  With  Astrologie  ,  and  is  called  her  daughter. 
And  I,at  the  prayer  and  re  que  ft  of  my  Lord  Thais,  a great  fa» 
uourer  of  this  Science ,  being  his fouldier  and feruanty  to  doe  him 
pie  afore,  compiled  thü  workefor  his  pttrpofe,  or  for  hint  tobefiow 


matter  ofearneft  :  and  it  can  not  be  praftitced  but  With  diligence 
of for  ire ,  and  no  finall  mnention,for  the  Science  c/A  Urologie , 
and  others  which  are  treated  of  in  the  fome^and  thofe  which 
Will  meddle  with  this  fiArte ,  rnuft  haue  fome  fght  in  them. 
T  o  conclude,  I  hope  f  by  the  help  of  God)  that  fhortly  after  that 
thü  Works  is  ended7  / Will Jet  out  two  otherjhe  one  of'Phtfiogno- 
■  my, and  the  other  of  Chiromancy ,  always  to giuejome  occapon  to 
the  Witty  fririts  to  be  txercifedtnfemething  curtcom  and  gentle. 

But  as  touching  Geomancie ,  amongefi  all  thofe  which  haue 
Written  thereof , as  thelndians,  Chaldeans.  Hebrews,  Arabi¬ 
ans, Greekes, Egyptians Latines,  I  finds  none  which  beef 

importance  but  three ,  which  be  amongeft  men  at  this  day  .*  one 
made  by  the  Indians  beginning  thus,  Eftimauerunt  Indi,  the 
other  by  the  Hebrews  beginning  thus  ,  ha  veeneftre ,  and  the 
third  made  by  a  Latine  lAutbour  named  Bartholomew  de 
JPine  »  In  fine  (gentle  Leader^  if you  fittde  any  finîtes  in  this 
mjBookefi  pray you  thinks  that  We  be  all  but  men  y  and  thereby 
may  erre  :  and  that  in  long  Works  as  this  is.  T  he  which  {if  I  may 
fiankely  freaks  it)  isalittle  too  high  for  my  capacitie ,  being  but  ' 
little pr a fttz.ed  in  good  Sciences, due  and  requifrtvnto  him  which  • 
would  treat  of  this  Arte  :  but  hold  me  excnfed,ifit  jo 
pleafeyoHy*nd  thmfareWell(gentle  fija- 
der)and  God  haue  y  on  in 
keeping.

SChis  arte  is  alfo(as 
foe  haue  alreadp  touched)  put  and  numfoca  amongett  the  parts 
of  philofophic  :  for  ^hilofophie  is  none  other  thing  but  a  fenofo# 
ledge  and  loue  of  Science,  and  therfo?e  if  is  net  to  be  defpifed  oi 
rctectcd,as  feme  ignorant  dul-beadea  and  rath  men  toil  fap,and 
ttaild  in  it*  j^OJ,  as  Ariftotle  faith.  Omnibus  faentia  ell -de
